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Israel-France extradition 
pact goes into effect 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The 12-year-old Israel-French Ex- 
tradition Convention went into effect 
at 7.15 last night with the formal 
e of instruments of ratifica- 
tion between Foreign Minister Abba 
Bhan and Ambassador Francis Hure. 
The brief ceremony wag held at Mr. 
Eban's bureau in Jerusalem, wit- 
nessed by scores of cameramen and 
reporters, 


The Foreign Minister and the Am- 
bassador rounded up the ceremony 
with the exchange of some appro- 
priate pleasantries. Mr. Eban voiced 
satisfaction over the addition of the 
convention to the list of treaties 
already in force between Israel and 
France. Mr. Hure expressed gra- 
titude to the Israel Government of 
their handling of the matter. There 
was ποῖ a whiff of Mirages in the 
room, 

The convention was rathfied by the 
French Senate only last Thursday, at 
the urging of the French Govern- 
ment, after It had been persuaded 
that it could not otherwise obtain 
the extradition of Ciaude Lipsky, an 
alleged fugitive from French justice. 
The document was signed on Friday. 
and the exchange of ratifications fol- 
lowed, According to informed sour- 
ees, the French authorities were in- 
terested in speeding up the legal 
‘process ag much as possible, while 
the Ministry of Justice here felt that 
mo useful purpose would be served 


by holding it up after the action 
taken in Paris. The Convention is 
retroactive. 

The most immediate result of last 
night's ceremony may be the ad- 
journment of Mr. Lipsiy’s hearing, 
scheduled before # Magistrate in 
Ashkelon this morning. The hearing 
was requested by the French under 
the terms of the European Extra- 
dition Convention, to which Israel is 
ἃ party, although France is not. The 
next step is likely to be the filing 
of an application with Attorney-Gen- 
eral Meir Shamger for Mr. Lipsky’s 
extradition to France, tobe followed 
by a court hearing. Meanwhile, Mr. 
Lipsky's application to the Interior 
Ministry for the acquisition of Israeli 
citizenship is stil pending. 

The Israel-French Extradition 
Convention, signed in Paris on Nov. 
12, 1958, was ratified by the Israel 
Government — Knesset action was 
not required — on Feb, 1, 1959, and 
by the French Chamber of Deputies 
in November of that year. The 
French Senate, however, took um- 
‘brage at the exclusion from the ag- 
reement of all offences punishable by 
death in either of the two countries. 
The argument was that this placed 
France, which had not abolished ca- 
pita] punishment, at a disadvantage 
against Israel, which had. (For the 
same reason, France had until now 
failed to ratify the European Extra- 
dition Convention.)

Mine pact 
first test

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Presi- 
dent Nixon's pay board met a major 
challenge yesterday when 100,000 
miners were granted a 40 per cent 
pay increase —- only hours after the 
Presijent’s 90-day pay freeze ended 
at midnight on Saturday.

It provides for pay 
increases of about 89 per cent for 
underground miners and 43 per cent 
for surface miners. The three-year 
contract was estimated to cost coal 
mine operators about $1,300m.

BEIRUT BREAKING AWAY 
FROM THE WEST 


BEIRUT, (Reuter). — Lebanon's de- 
termination to break from its tradi- 
tional policy of alignment with the 
West has been illustrated anew by 
its sudden recognition of China. 

The recognition agreement, which 
will involve the exchange of diplo- 
mats, was signed on November 9 and 
amnounced the following day in a 
statement issued jointly in Beirut 
and Peking. 

The move came only a short time 
after Lebanon had signed its first 
arms deal with the Soviet Union. 
This agreement was concluded after 
talks lasting 10 days between ἃ 
Soviet military mission and the Le- 
banese government. The detalls of 
the agreement, which [5 classified 
under military secrets, were not 
revealed. Observers believe it Is more 
significant politically than militarily. 

‘They base this view on official 
statements that the Lebanese gov- 
ernment also made preliminary cop- 
tacts um the arms question with 
several other countries — all of 
them Western. The deal with the 
Russians was part of a Lebanese 
five-year plan to spend 200 million 
Lebanese pounds re-equipping the 


army. - . Β 

There is little doubt that the tra- 
ditional Western suppliers “of Leba- 
nese arms — including France and 
Britain —- will get the bulk of the 
contracts to re-equip the army and 
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that the Soviet arms are not golog 
to change the balance in the coun- 
try’s armaments. 

But the deal with the Soviet Union 
Js still seex as the flrst breakthrough 
in a policy aimed at making Leba- 
non independent of both East and 
West. This policy of independence, 
applicable in both international and 
Arab relations, was introduced by 
the regime of President Suleiman 
Franjieh who assumed power in 
September last year. 

The policy has already yielded 
results in the Arab field, and Leba- 
non’s relations with other Arab 
states, whatever their ideologies, are 
better than they have been for many 
years. 

‘The deal with the Russians has 
been hailed by Lebanon's leftist poll- 
ticians, including ‘Socialist leader 
Kamal Jumblatt, who said that 
President Franjieh was the only 
President to have had the courage 
to go through with such a deal.

The High Court of Justice yes- 
terday ordered the Minister of the 
Interior, Dr. Yosef Burg, to refrain 
from an expulsion order 
against Meyer Lansky until sach 
time as his petition for a writ 
cane the Minister is finally de- 
¢! 


This Interim order, as well as an 
order #é4i calling up Dr. Burg to 
show cause, within thirty days, why 
he should not grant Meyer Lansky 
an immigrant's visa under the Law 
of Return, were ismred by Sup- 
reme Court Justice Moshe Etzioni. 


The petition for the order sisi 
which was submitted by Advocate 
Yoram Alroy, states that when the 
70-year-old Meyer Lanaky arrived 
ἸῺ Israel last July om a visitor's 
visa he announced his intention of 
applying for an immigrant’s visa 
for the p of settling perma- 
pently in ‘ae. His lawyer was 
informed in December, however, 
that the Minister of the Interior 
was weighing up the question of 
whether to grant Lansky an immi- 
grant's visa or not in the Ught of 
the fact that section 2 of the Law 
of Return em) rs the Minister 
to refuse an immigrant's visa to an 
applicant who “is a person with 8 
criminal past, likely to endanger 
public welfare.” 

At the end of December the Min- 
ister of ithe Interior informed 
“Lansky that he had decided not to 
grant ‘him an immigrant’s visa or 
renew his visitor's visa, This deci- 
sion of the Minister was based on 
a study of almost 1,000 documents 
photostatic copies of which were 
attached to the petition to the 
High Court. These documents, 
which were given to Mr. Alroy by 
Mrs. Huebner of the Ministry of 
the Interlor for a period of 48 
hours only, include reports of a 
U.S. Senate Committee on an investl- 
gation into organized crime in 
America, in which the name of 
Meyer Lansky is mentioned, and 
of the U.S. Immigration Depart- 
ment's attempts to cancel Lansky’s 
American citizenship because of 
several prison sentences which 
had been imposed upon him = at 
various times, as well as cuttings 
from the American press, including 
the Readers’ Digest and Life, in 
which Lansky is associated with 
the American underworid. 

Mr. Airoy contends in his petition 
that he and his client were shown 
these documents only afterthe Min- 
ister had already reached his deci- 
sion not to grant Lansky an immig- 
rant’s visa and that in falling to in- 
form Lansky of the details of the 
charges against him and to give him 
an opportun'ty to defend himself, 
the Minister had violated the rules 
of natural justice. 

astothe value of the documents, 
Mr. Alroy alleged in his petition 
that an appreciable number of them 
have no connection whatsoever with 
Lansky, and that the‘rest are a “col- 
lection of rumours, vilification and 
gossip from an undisclosed source.” 
The petition alleges furthermore 
that the documents provide no legal 
proof, or any evidence whatscever, 
to justify defining Lansky as “a per- 
son with a criminal past, likely to 
endanger public welfare.” 

In the petition Lansky denies alf 
connection withthe American under- 
world of organized crime and alleges 
that the charges ‘brought against’ 
him fm the U.S., when he was alrea- 
dy in Israel, are completely unfound- 
ed, were framed with the intention 
of persecuting him and were irreje- 
vant to his application for an im- 
migrant’s visa.

TEL AVIV, — The present deterio- 
ration of public mores ig the result 
of prolonged socialist rule, Liberal 
Party chairman Yosef Saphir toid 
Teporters here yesterday. 

Outlining his party's views on the 
economic situation, Mr. Saphir call- 
ed on the Government to put Its 
house In order and streamline 118 
services. He held it was now timely 
to reduce concealed unemployment 
by “loaning” civil servants to the 
private sector while preserving their 
wage levels and social benefits and 
ensuring their right to return to 
their old work places. 

The Liberal leader came out 
against the system of tax reliefs 
for foreign investors. Many for- 
eign businessmen had told him that 
they were more interested In pro- 


fits than in Government handouts. 
“They want to make money from 
the business, not through presents 
from the Finance Ministry," ne 
said He urged easier credit for 
export industries and less Govern- 
ment hold over the money market. 

He was against another “package 
deal,” and preferred an incomes po- 
licy that would raise wages in 
keeping with rises in prices and 
output. Mr. Saphir charged that 
the atmosphere inside the Histad- 
rut during the past three years 
had caused the rash of wildcat 
strikes. He also opposed Govern- 
ment policy of selling flats to over- 
seas residents, preferring that they 
be offered Duliding sites without 
any deadline on corstruction, which 
would ease the shortage in build- 
ing manpower.

In question is the method of ap- 
pointing religious council members. 
According to law, the Minister of 
Religious Affairs names 45 per cent 
of the candidates, local councils 
have another 45 per cent and the 
local rabbinate appoints the remain- 
ing ten per cent. 

The plaintiffs claim that In May 
the Interior Minister asked the 
Aguda party to submit ita lst of 
candidates. It was later learned that 
the Ministry planned to make up 
the Petgh Tikva and Beersheba 
council without including the Aguda 
candidates. 

The issue was discuased by the 
Ministerial Committee, composed of 
the Ministers of Religion, Justice 
and the Interior, where it was de- 
cided to disqualify Agudat Israel 
candidates from membership.
